came a strange man with a spreading 
beard, long hair and kindly eyes.

day the child was walking 
upright, 


cured ot her affliction. 


At least «uch was the story that 


•pread. Others came to the 
healer. 


Diseases that had baffled the physi- 
cian* appeared to depart under 
the' 


touch of tills strange person. 
People 


from distant points began coming to 
him, and all departed with the same 
result 
Schlatter finally started 
for 


Albuquerque and when 
he 
reached 


there he found that his fame had pre- 
ceded him. Up to this time most of his 


• patients had been Mexicans but now 


Americans came seeking his aid. His 
fame ultimately was spread by tele- 
graph and' he went to Denver.1 -There 
Schlatter'began 'a fast that lasted for 
forty days. All the while he continued 
to heal. Persons of all classes gathered 
.In such nsinbefs.;.that tjie healer .was 
unable to accommodate them . In his 
house and they-passed before him as 
he stood upon the' porch. 
He would 


lean over and' take the hand 
ot the 


'patient while he prayed, with each one.' 
He also -blessed handkerchiefs; caps 
and cither articles to be used as in- 
struments of healing. 


He refused to take money and gave 


.credit' for his work to "The father." 
Claimed to be Reincarnation of Christ. 


Later Schlatter was credited with 


Saving claimed to be the reincarnation 
of 'Jesus Christ, He traveled. In var- 
ious parts of the country,-pursuing h!s 
healing wherever he went. Ultimate- 
ly Schlatter disappeared and for sev- 
eral years was lost to public view. Ha 
•was reported to have perished In a 
Mexican desert while his friends de- 
clared he had gone to a ranch for 
rest. In the summer of. 1902 Schlat- 
ter reappeared In. Chicago, after hav- 
ing lived In seclusion for five years. 
He. declined to say .-where he had been 
merely stating, he thought It better, in 
view of the many false prophets who 
had arisen, that he disappear for a 
time.

Five Liberal Ministries in 


Power in 18 Months 


Before Maura. 


Madrid, Oct. !!.—The Spanish cabi- 


net headed by Premier Maura, resigned 
this afternoon. 


The fall of thn cabinet was regarded 


as inevitable after the bitter speech of 
Minister of the Interior Lacierva In the 
chamber of deputies last night during 
which he classed the liberals with the 
republicans and socialists who were ar- 
rayed Against the throne. Today King 
Alfonso summoned Premier Maura. 
Senor Dato, former minister of the in- 
terior and other leaders In parliament. 


The Impression continues that thti 


liberals will refuse to assume power, 
preferring to leave the conserve lives 
'to extricate themselves from the pres- 
ent situation as best they may.

"When parliament re-opened -the lib- 


erals, republicans and socialists bitter- 
ly assailed the government, but tha 
cabinet showed a disposition to fight 
for its life. There was a violent scene 
in the chamber of deputies yesterday 
when the opposition headed by Senor 
Morety Prendergast, the former pre- 
mier, renewed its attack'upon the gov- 
ernment. Minister of the Interior La- 
cierva, however, declared - that ttie 
ministry 
would 
not 
resign 
under 


threats.

while Senor Moret was determined to 
unhorse Premier Maura, the liberals as 
distinguished from the republicans and 
socialists did not desire to assume pow- 
er, as under the circumstances they 
would then become responsible for tha 
expenditures involved in the war In 
Morocco.

Mrs. Dresden jumped back, the boat 
careened and filled with water and 
sank. Dresden, who is a sood swim- 
mer, seized his wifp. who could noc 
swim, and held her until the boat came 
up and then both hung to the small 
craft.

ing for help.

country oh God's green earth.

fact may account, in a contributory 
way, for tht present high prices of 
meats." 


This statement was made today by a 


responsible official of the department 
of agriculture in connection with the 
charges made at the. convention of the 
American 
public health 
association 


now in session at Richmond, Va. The 
charges were voiced by Mrs. Caroline 
Bartlett Crane, of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
the allegations being that the inspec- 
tors of the bureau of animal industry 
in many Instances were Incompetent 
and careless. 


"As a matter of fact" continued the 


department officials, "no country in 
,the world Is so careful as the United 
States in the examination o£ meats In- 
tended to be used as food. 
Approx- 


imately there are eight hundred pack- 
ing houses In the country, the ouput o£ 
which 
is 
Inspected 
thoroughly by 


trained veterinarians o£ this depart- 
ment. 


"This rigid inspection has cost the 


packers of this country millions of dol- 
lars not only In maintenance and con- 
struction of their plants In a perfectly 
sanitary condition, but also in • the 
cost of animals which are condemned 
by reason of disease as unfit for food. 


"We know nothing here about Mrs. 


Crane's charges, but whatever they are

"Thn 
polar Eskimos are, of course, 


not able to tell if Cook has only been 
on the way to tho pole or it he has 
really reached tha flflth degree, but 
through th«m we can get a .lot of de'- 
tails which, together, have a value. As, 
for instance: 


"The start of the expedition and the 


route taken ovfir the ice. ' 


"How far the expedition has been 


from land. 


"If there were any special obstacles 


which hindered going further at the 
point Cook called the pole. 


"The equipment of Cook and the 


two men at the start 


'Certain Cook Went North. 


"That Cook was away from Anori- 


tok sines January "or February, 1908, 
until tho spring of 1909, Is a fact The 
start of the expedition and the route 
from Anorltok took place, according to 
the Eskimos, exactly at the time given 
by Cook. 
Tha expedition was sent 


over Ellesrnereland and through the 
sound -which separates that land from 
Helberg. land, away from the shora 
and out on. the actual polar sea, the 
ico helping the sledges. 


"Only Cook arid two men, Ahp.eUi 


and Itookasboo, continued after they 
reached the polar Ice, and the little 
party had gone directly to the north. 
The two men knew thea that the goaj 
was the nole. The direction was well 
known to them through Peary's many 
expeditions, in which most of the men 
of the tribe at one time or another 
had taken part 


"While- Peary used to start 
from 


Xorth Point, Grant's Land, Cook se- 
lected the western route because he,.on 
the basis of Peary's observations, ex- 
pected to find better 
ic/3 conditions 


there, a supposition which turned out 
to he correct, so the Eskimos who know 
conditions north ot Grant's Land say. 


Expedition Far from Shore. 


"Friends of Ahpelah and. Itookashoo 


assert that the expedition had good ice 
and good weather and that the ice be- 
ame better tho farther they went out 
on the polar sea. 


"How far has the expedition been 


from tho shore?. The Eskimos, of 
course, cannot give the distance in fig- 
ures, but they tell that the journey 
over the Ico field from the shore ex- 
tended so long that the sun began to' 
appear, stood high on the sky, and ,it 
last didn't disappear at all, so that it 
was almost 
summer 
before 
they 


reached land again. 


'^Furthermore, they have told that it 


was aulunjn before they decided on go- 
li«c to the winter quarter* and before 
they tried to make the return journey 
to Anorltok. 


Statements Agreei With Cook'*. 


.- "These statements, therefore, amount 
to th,c same as Cook's, who plve* Sep- 
tember as the month in which ho de- 
cided to go Into winter quarter* a.t 
Caps Sparho on the south side of Jones 
sound. 


"The Eskimos, who arc scp 


to take their bearing on a map, hav<> 
themselves on my fljap given the route 
of th* expedition to the polft and th<! 
winter quarters at th« Jones sound.di*- 


trlct. of which they know from their 
bear hunt. 


"Ahpelah and Itookashoo have fur- 


thermore told how they on the way 
back were prevented by deap crevasses 
in the U-e from goljig to Helberg's 
Land, whcra they had depots, and that 
thnt was the reason they went to North 
Devon. Had Cook not taken a small 
canvas boat with him to serve as a 
ferry when they met the open water 
the Eskimos think they should never 
haye got home alive from the pole trip. 


"Cook's statements about how they 


got over the winter, fighting musk 
oxen and walrus without ammunition, 
also are cori'ect as compared with th« 
statements of his companions, as is his 
statement about the slow'and difficult 
wandering from Cape Rparbo to Anorl • 
tbk, where they had to drop their 
sledges for two months. 


Surprised at Reaching Goal. 


"I therefore make this conclusion 


that, whenever Cook's statements are 
compared with the statements of his 
companions they appear to be quite 
truthful. 


"Were there special obstacles which 


hindered going farther? The Eskimos 
have told their friends that they were 
surprised when Cook* told them the 
goal was reached because the spot was 
not the least different from all other 
Ire they had passed and over which 
they had often asked Cook tj,.return," 
but that was only because they had a 
feeling they tvere far from shore and 
that they never should get back allvR 
again. 


"It is therefore apparent that the ex- 


pedition wasn't forced back by the 
hindrance of Ice, but because the lead- 
er nieant the goal ha,d been reached. 


Eskimos Praise the Equipment. 


"How was the equipment? The Es- 


kimos who often had seen the start of 
an expedition only have praise for the

Conditions in England are 


- Causing Government 


to Worry. 


Washington, Oct. 21.—The army of 


unemployed 
In 
Great 
Britain 
has 


grown steadily and has now reached 
proportions that sre causing the gov- 
ernment great uneasiness. Jn a spe- 
cial report from John L. Griffiths, 
United States consul general at Lon- ' 
don Is given extracts from a special 
statement just issued by the royal 
commission on the poor law and relief 
of distress. 


The commission declares that dur- 


ing the fiscal year ending March 31, 
last the number of those who were 
without work and who sought govern- 


j infint nic! totalled thirty-one persons m 
every one thousand of the population 
although In the fiscal year preceding 
only fourteen out of each 1,000 made 
application for assistance. 


Numbering is Growing. 


The number of men who applied for 


relict in the last fiscal year constituted 
4-10 
per cent of the working men of 


England and Wales. During the year 
ending March 31. 190S, they consti- 
tuted 2 1-10 and the year preceding 
oniy 1 ?-10 per cent. 
! 
The destitution and absence of work 


i of tha unemployed is not confined to 
1 London, but is general in practically 
all of the roanufacturins cities and 


towns in the United Kingdom. Consul 
Benjamin P. Chase, of Leeds, reports 
•that in that city the registration last 
month during the first two days the 
books were opened broke all records 
since the unemployed act was put Jn 
force. 


A striking feature of the situation is 


that tho men seeking work are for the 
most part in the prime of life, only 
nine per cent being either under twen- 
ty years or more than sixty years of 
age. 
Plans 
are 
being considered 


whereby the employers and the work- 
ing men may be brought 'closer to- 
gether. The government is also seek- 
ing to discover some means of cutting 
off the supply of unskilled and unin- 
telligent labor by training boys to en- 
ter regular and permanent work. This 
;nay be accomplished through the es- 
tablishment of government technical 
training schools, .wherein the sons of 
the poor may be educated in the var- 
ious trades.

The sale had been 
advertised far and wide, and more 
than 1,000 persons, attended, in spite 
of the day being rather chilly. 


On the townsite 
was 
located one 


store building, which has been occu- 
pied, by two families. since the stock 
of goods was removed some years ago;

shop, 
stockyards, a 


thrashing machine, cook shanty and 
two other small buildings. • Mr. War- 
now, the new owner, will reopen the 
stockyards and probably 
the store 


building:.

The reason its owner, W. S. Irwin, 


\vanted to sell, was that-he wished to 
"move to Texas, where a white man 
does not have -to work." 


In addition to selling the town Ir- 


win also sold off all of his farming 
implements and other goods at the 
auction yesterday. 
All brought fancy 


prices. 
The sale of the implements 


and-stock was begun at 10 o'clock. At 
2 o'clock Colonel C. Post, of Selina, 
announced that he was ready to re- 
ceive bids for the town. 


E. L. Berg, • a Salina undertaker, 


made the- first bid of $1.000. but It was 


gradually carried up by four bidders 
to the sum which Mr. Warnow paid 
for it. 


Prosperity Kills Town. 


The rural mail service and the au- 


tomobile can be blamed for the down- 
fall of Chipton. Before the rural free 
delivery was inaugurated from Selina, 
Chipton had a postofflce and store and 
did a good business. 
A short time 


after the rural delivery was estab- 
lished CWpton lost its postoffice,. and 
later, when a large number of the 
farmers purchased automobiles, -which 
made it possible to come to Salina in 
less than an hour, the store was forced 
to quit business. This has all taken 
place during the past seven years. 


Its former owner, Mr. Irvln, is a 


bachelor and had lived on the site for 
the last nine years.
